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TANTAH LAST WEEK. 


ALL THE FUN OF THE FAIR: 
(From a. Tantan. CORRESPONDENT). 
Tantah, April 23. 

The celebration of the fair of Sayed El 
Badawi at ‘T'antab, the capital of Lower Egypt 
and where the stupendous mosque of the saint 
stands with its numerous lofty minarets, has 
taken Jast. week a new aspect to the approach- 
ing visitor from Cairo or Alexandria. 

‘Indeed the celebration of the fair this year 
after a long cession of four years, as circum- 
stwuce then Secessitated, represented to the 
eye of the aged native who in volden time had 

oppertahity or rather an ill fa¥ to endure the 
heavy weight of mayscles to five in the those 
dark ages of tyranny oppression, the 
lifferencein a wide scupe between the cursed 
old day s of injustice and the present dreamt-of 
a) of liberty and freedom. 

tis indeed very striking to observe the 
aged fellah now sitting in the best coffee house 
he chooses, where the high officials and 
notables usually meet, in enjoying both the 
liberty granted him and the drink most suitable 
to his taste,fearing neithercriticism nor threat- 
ening. 

The fair, oh, the grand fair, the splendid 
fair, but after all -the destructive fair that 
attracts but to injure, that calls but to ruin, 
‘that fascinates, but to murder, and at length 
the great Egyptian fair, that does not. in any 
way. correspond with the technical definition 
of the word, 

A fair is a great periodical market devoted 
either to ome kind of merchandise or to afford 
opportunity fur’ most of the siles and purchases 
of urticles. In Egypt's fair is a fedgt or say a 
holiday devoted to immorality, indecency, 
drunkenness. ‘and useless extravagance. ‘The 
word is abusively used and thus Tantah during 
those dafs of the “Malid” was infected with 
what is;commonly called “false pleasure.” 

The town was really in .motion, the men of 
the Deita Light Railways and the State Rail- 
ways, the Markets were delighted beyond mea- 
sure ; the hotels were thickly:-peopled to such 
a degree'that you could scarcely find lodging 
for half a pound per night ; (the estimate énade 
by the Railways Adaivistration shows that 
700,000 persons Have come to Tantah during 
the fair, this of course besides thosé who came 
on foot or on’ camel backs), je cafés were 
filled to éxceés and the Greek/wine merchants 
used to meet the fellah with a smiling jaw of 
welcome. 

At night the town frony the south repre- 
sented a most striking js Hundreds of 
tents and kisques looked like domes illu. 
minated with hundreds of lanterns from the 
outside and dec»rated with chandeliers from 
the interior which was occupied by notables 
and religious men engsged in ‘making the 
‘Zikr’ which in no way agrees with the ‘Moham- 
medan Laws and which the foreigners*are 
Apologised to criticise when they see it. 

Men; women and children’ of- different 
families and localities slept together on the 
ground near the terits, thus causing mach 
coduetry or at least casting some donbt. : 

The natives used to come till last Friday 
almost on camel backs set with sedan chairs 
and led by the moon light. Camels are fond 
of singing and thus the riders on entering 
Tanta were beard singing sweet Arabic ballads 
that reminded the audience of the ancient 
Arabs and how they travelled before railways 
were constrocted. 

The moque, the small university, but 
after all the second largest in the country, 
was visited by hundreds and hundreds: of 
fellahs -who are still ignorant to kiss the 
threshold of the mosqne and talk to the 
dead Seopa to help them. 

Last Friday there was an impressive tragic 
* scene in the mosque. The visitors met in 
the mosque for performing Friday prayers. 
So much was the crowd that there was much 
fighting in’ the mo-que for seats and the 
result was that a poor fellah was beaten 
to’ death. i 

A non-commissioned officer was charged of 
having played a partin the tragedy and an 
inquiry by the Parquet is still proceedidg. 

There were many dancing caffes though 
the’ Modir had already issued an order to 
stop ‘such, folly during the Mulid. There 
were many public women of some artificial 
beanty (if I may be permitted to-say so) that 


. persuaded many rich fellahs to -open han-|- 


dreds and ‘hundreds of bottles of beer which 
action is considered as s token of loyalty and 


true ‘love. 
In short Cairo and its follies flew with the 


current that brought the news of the.celebra- 
tion. of the fair. 

Friday has passed with its bad omens and 
the visitors are returning ei idence 
after leaying heaps of dirt that require s long 
time to clear away. \

ARMY ANID NAVY. 


(From ovn CoRRESPONDENT). 


London, April-14. 


Captain C, G. M. Blomfield, 4th Battalion 
Royal Warwickshire Regiment, at the Curragh, 
has been selected for service with the Egyptian 
Army and is to proceed at once. to Cairo. 
Captain Blomfield joined the Warwicks seven 
years ago, and bas commanded a company for 
the past three and a-half years. He is the son 
of Rear-Admiral Sir Mastie and Lady Blom- 
field, of Alexandria. 

The date of the move of the Ist Battalion 
Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers from Derry to 
Belfast has not yet been definitely announced, 
but most likely it will take place in September, 
after the summer drills. It is many years since 
the old 27th Inniskillings were in Belfast. The 
2nd Battalion, now at Cairo, was there in the 
“eighties,” 

Mr. A. M. Goltz, the man who was the cause 
of the Boer War of 1881 which ended ina 
British defeat at‘ Majnba Hill, has just died at 
the Cape. Mr. Goltz was landdrost at Poldrefs- 
town andin virtue of his office seized the 
waggons of a Dutch farmer, Piet Bezuidentwut, 
who had refused to pay taxes to the British 
Government.

The new plans devised by the Admiralty 
for the improvement of the gunnery practice 
of the Navy came into effect for ‘the first 
time this year. The name of “'aunual test 
of gunlayers” has been given to the prescribed 
competitions. As far as possible the firing will 
be under similar conditions to those which 
would pertain on active service, No black 
powder will be used, and the distance of the 
target from the ship will be varied considera- 
bly, ranging from 1,400 yards up to 3,000 
yards, 

Some of the targets for these competitions 
will be fixed to rafts, the size being 16 } 
by 214 ft, and the speed of the ships at 
the time of firmg must not be less than 
12 kvots an hour, while a time limit will 
also be fixed. The time allowed for each 
ran will \be as follows—12-inch and 10-inch 
guns 3 mingtes, 9.2inch guns 24 min., 7.5- 
inch guns 2 minutes, 6-inch gans 1 minute. 
No increased money granta for those who 
prove successful have been arranged as yet, 
but distinctions will be given to the best 
gunners, in order to encourage the men to put 
their best’ endeavours into the work.
